File No. 2|19|83-EI.—Attention is invited to the 
Export Policy of Mulberry Silkwaste including 
cleaned and degummed silkwaste indicated against 
Si. No. 62(iii) (c) (i) and 62 (lii) (c) (iv) in Col. 
3 at page 22 of Volume-II of Import and Export Po¬ 
licy 1983-84. It is clarified that the “Silkwaste” to 
be supplied by the exporter to the Government Spun 
Silk Mills relates to superior Cottage basin waste 
viz.. Mulberry Cottage BasinjDotnestic Filature 
Waste only and shall not include Charkha Waste- 


eithpr Long Cbarkha[Do-KadijEk~Kadi[Boiled 
CocOonjFlimsy Cocoon Basin refuse etc. It is 
also clarified that if the one year entitle¬ 
ment indicated at S. No. 62 (iii) (c) (iv) 
extends beyond the expiry of the licensing year, 
when the supply was made, j^e exporter «kftall be 
entitled to export Silftfcaste efbn during the next 
licensing period f at the same latio, which was 
applicable during The year when s*jpply wps made 
to the Silk mills provided Tne contract, is the 
same, and consignment is awaiting - shipment. 
According the .existing licensing policy at SI No. 
(i) and (Tv) indicated iff Column 3 against SI No. 
62(iii)(c) of the Policy Statement m respect of 
Mulbefry Silkwaste shall be substituted by the 
following 

“(i) 1:5 in respect of Mulberry Silk Waste, 
other than Charkha waste, excluding 
processed silk waste i.e. against the 
supply of 5 Kg. of silk waste viz., Mul¬ 
berry Cottage basin|domestic filature 
waste to any of the Government Silk 
Mills, the supplier will be entitled to 
export 1 kg. of silk waste other than 
processed silk waste.” 

“(iv) The exporters of Silk waste shall 
utilise their export quota within one 
year of their earning the same under the 
baking system i.e. within a year from 
the date of issue of certificates by the 
Government Spun Silk Mills. If the 
validity of such entitlement extends be¬ 
yond the expiry of licensing year, the 
exporter shall be entitled to export 
silkwaste even during the next licensing 
period at the same ratio which was 
applicable during the year when supply 
was made to the Silk Mills provided the 
contract is the same and consignment is 
awaiting shipment.”
